If it were possible to concentrate and amalgamate the essence of 
the voluminous and trashy reports of many of the late meetings of 
gold mining companies, or to epitomise the frothy utterings of loqua- 
cious vendors and directors, whose special study appears to be to 


electrify the unfortunate cash investors who have been deluded into | 


the belief that their companies have been well managed, it would 


form a treatise somewhat amusing and interesting to those initiated | 


in the details. of practical mining management. Blunder after 
blunder appears to have been the order of the day through the in- 
competence and extravagance of directors and their managers, while 
shareholders at meetings display a charming confidence in the direc- 
tion of their affairs, and an earnest simplicity of faith in the capacity 
of managers who keep their hopes alive with wondrous assays and 
reports of being on the eve of great successes which do not come off. 
Company after company, with singular regularity, falls into the 
hands of the inevitable liquidator, who completes the existence of the 
corporation by a slow process of strangulation, and disastrously ex- 
tinguishes all the high-born hopes of vendors, promoters, and share- 
holders alike, thereby causing a legitimate industry to be anathema- 
tised by those who were credulous enough to be charmed by showy 
promises, or put their faith in those who knew no more of gold 
mining than themselves. 

Gold mining, being a business that requires a special knowledge, 
to be attained only by practical experience, like most other busi- 


nesses, to be successfully conducted, necessitates the greatest care | 


and judgment in devising, laying out, and conducting of works for the 
prospecting and development of a mining property, If, at the out- 
set, mistakes and blundersare made, they entail loss of money, time, 
and confidence, while creating disappointment and distrust, often- 
times ending in disastrous failure, without any proof being satisfac- 
torily given as to the value of the mine. It is, therefore, highly 
essential that gentlemen who accept the responsibility of directors 
of mining companies, and who may not have had any experience in 
gold mining, should exercise the utmost caution in the selection of 
their mining managers and engineers; and, if they are competent 
for their duties, it will be advisable that the directors accept the 
advice and be guided by the opinions of practical men, instead of 
carrying out theoretical and extravagant notions of their own. When 
directors are guided by the advice of their engineers, instead of 
leading them, their duties will be light and their responsibilities much 
lessened —that is, so far as regards the operations at the mines and 
the purchase and selection of plant and material. 

I am led to make these remarks in consequence of the continuous 


disastrous failures of companies who have utterly collapsed and the | 


extravagant waste or capital and time by companies who have not 
yet got to the end of their tether. The failure of punctual atten- 
dance at board meetings often causes much inconvenience to the 
officers and loss to the shareholders. When having the management 
of several companies in Ballarat (the cradle of practical gold 
mining), in the early days of Limited Liability companies, I often 
expericnced a difficulty in getting a quorum of directors at the time 
appointed, so I devised a plan and prevailed on my companies to 


adopt it, which soon effected a prompt attendance at the time ap- 


pointed, and is now the general rule in the colonies; that was to| 


have the stated fees for each meeting of directors placed on the 


those directors present divided the fees, and the late or absent ones 
got nothivg. It was surprising what an effect it had on the punctual 
attendance of directors to their duties. I can advise secretaries of 
companies to initate a similar movement to ensure punctuality of 
attendance. 

As an example of how a good mining property may be miserably 


mismanaged by the incompetence of those who have had control of | 


the capital and the operations, the reports of the Akankoo Gold 
Coast Mining Company give ample evidence. I regret being obliged 
to call attention to this company, but as my name is inseparably as- 


sociated with the introduction and purchase of this property by having | 


been appointed as first engineer to inspect and report on the pro- 
perty in the early part of 1881. I have before in your Journal in- 
formed the shareholders that 1 was not in any way responsible for 
the extravagant expenditure of capital and waste of valuable time 
that was incurred against my advice, and in direct opposition to my 
written reports and repeated cautions 

The directors and vendor were thoroughly satisfied with my cre- 
dentials before appointing me as their engineer, and during my ab- 
sence at tle first meeting congratulated the shareholders “ that they 
had secured the services of the most competent man they could find 
in England” (vide reports.) 
were so far satisfied with my reports as to purchase the property, 
and kept me engaged in their service for three months afterwards, 
when I laid out a system of opening out and developing the pro- 
perty in a thorough practical manner, that would have been credit- 
able and profitable to the company; but in consequence of some 
petty spite or jealousy of some of the directors, who were utterly 
incompetent to question my advice, and who did not find that I was 
to be dictated to by them as to how I should do my work, they de- 
cided to dispense with my services and advice, and refused to pay 
me for the time spent in England in their employ, taking a mean 
advantage of a legal quibble that I had no agreement in writing to 
show. DBelieving that I was dealing with gentlemen I took their 
words of honour as I thought, but found myseif grievously deceived. 

The directors, no doubt, congratulated themselves on the smart 
trick of doing me out of my honestly earned salary, and at once went 
and ordered a quantity of machinery that was not wanted, and of 
which they knew nothing about, and that had to be thrown on the 


contractors’ hands, and the company had to pay damages for the | 


blundering ignorance of these smart directors to the tune of 900J, 


Had the plan I laid down been followed the mine would have been | 


well opened out, and one or more shafts sunk from 300 to 400 ft..in 
depth, besides the alluvial portions of the property would also have 
heen thoroughly well prospected, and I believe found payable, and 
dividends paid ere this; the stock never need have been below par, 
and ma: y thousands of pounds of capital saved that in my opinion 
has been literally wasted. 

However, in the experiments which the directors have indulged in 
they are, it seems, satisfied with themselves and their management, 
and the shareholders, or a majority, are content also—yet they are 
not a happy family! forthe general prospects of the Gold Coast 
it is a pity that for the sake of gratifying a little personal vanity 
and selfish ambition to become great authorities on mining at the 
expense of the unfortunate shareholders that the directors of com- 
panies had not exercised a little more discretion, common sense, und

Sir,—Some very interesting particulars concerning this mineral 
| appear in the October number of the Canadian Mining Review, and 
|a few remarks upon it will not be unacceptable to the readers of the 

Mining Journal. Who does not use a pencil, yet how few know 
|the multifarious uses to which this valuable product is being ap- 
|plied. For years Ceylon supplied the world with plumbago. The 
| celebrated Cumberland Mine is well nigh exhausted. The United 
| States have of late years taken fair rank in its production, but it is 
in Canada that deposits exist, the richness and purity of which, if not 
superior to Ceylon, place her in advance of all other countries pro- 
ducing it, where it abounds in Eastern Ontario and in the county of 
Ottawa. The plumbago deposits in these districts must sooner or 
| later be known the world over for their vastness and superior quality, 
| offering the strongest inducements to the capitalist. In the United 


| Appalachian range, also in Michigan, in great purity in veins of 
18 in. to 5 ft. thick in Wyoming Territory, in Gunnison County, 
Colorado, but very impure; and has been raised also at the Sonora 
Mine, California. 
New Jersey, New York, and Canada are of the crystalline or foliated 
variety, and are the only ones worked at present. The deposits of 
Alabama, North Carolina, and Virginia are of the amorphous variety, 
and can hardly be purified, and are used in their crude state for but 
few purposes, 
mined successfully as a pure graphite is at Ticonderoga, New York, 
and has been worked to a depth of 600 ft.

rhe growth of the graphite industry has kept pace with the age, 
each new development in metallurgy and engineering offering some 
new field of usefulness. For instance, it furnishes the pots for the 
manufacture of cast-steel, and the nozzles and stoppers used in the 
Bessemer process. It is used in the manufacture of electrical sup- 
plies, and in many minor ways. Fifty years ago it was little known

| manufacture in the United States, using graphite from New Hamp- 


shire, and in 1829 made the first importation from Ceylon, which has 
rrown to over 16,000,000 Ibs. from Ceylon and Germany. 
Graphite has been long known asa lubricant. This is one of its 


most useful applications, and perhaps promises the most for the 
future. Formerly it was offered to the engineer only as a dry 
powder, now it is compounded with oils and fats in many ways, and 
promises to outstrip every rival in the reduction of friction, The 
barriers which heretofore prevented its extensive use in this direc- 
tion—its price and its purity—have been overcome, and for all heavy 
work graphite is undoubtedly the lubricant of the future. 

Having gleaned from the above sources a mass of valuable infor- 
mation, we have but a few words to add regarding its production in

ON THE PROMOTION OF PUBLIC COMPANIES. 

Sir,—Your leading article in last week’s Journal on the above 
subject deserves all the prominence that you give it, but until the 
outside public takes the question up there is little likelihood of our 
already overburdened Legislature taking the subject under their 
consideration. Everyone acquainted with the subject must admit 
| that some alteration of the present law is necessary. You suggest 
| one to make the promoters and signatories of all unsuccessful com- 
panies pay the expenses of winding-up. This, no doubt, would be a 
step in the right direction, and would to a certain extent prove a 
| check to the promotion of unprofitable undertakings. 
| This, however, in my opinion would not be going far enough. 
What is required is to make the directors of all Limited Liability 
companies, unlimitedly liable. I believe this is the French law, and 
if Iam not mistaken our Limited Liability Act was borrowed from 
our neighbours minus the important check mentioned above. 

Some may think that such an alteration in the present Act would 
| be so drastic in its action as to be equivalent to its (the Act’s) aboli- 
|tion altogether. That it would prevent the formation of a large 
number of companies is no doubt true. But is this not the very end 
we desire to see attained? Whether such an alteration would 
seriously retard the formation and bringing out of really sound 
undertakings is, I think, questionable. No doubt the directors 
would require greater remuneration than they get at present, but 
| this they would certainly deserve. Directors, under such an amended 
Act, would be in reality what they are now only in name. 

The harm that is done by unfortunate limited companies is not 
limited to the unfortunate shareholders. They are often a source of 
much loss indirectly to all in the same line of business, whether 
public or private. They have a habit of increasing their output in 
the face of a falling market in order to lessen, as they say, their cost 
of production ; they will sell above cost price if they can, if not, 
well, then below it, for sell they must, and this they continue to do 
until they have spent much of their shareholders’ capital and ex- 
hausted some of the resources of others engaged in the same line of 
business, If the article they produce is for export the foreigner or 
| colonist is the only gainer, if for home consumption the public gets 
|a benefit, but this only for a time. The time is longer than one 
| would expect, as the atoms which make up limited companies are 
|not always the same, and each atom requires its own experience 
| before it holds aloof from doubtful or mismanaged enterprises. 

However, whether for a longer or for a shorter period, the operation 
| of selling below cost is to the nation, as a whole, decidedly un- 
profitable, and the sooner the possibility of such occurring is pre- 
| vented the better for the nation at large. INGOT.

WHY MINING REQUIRES CAPITAL. 


51r,—People of England and of the East have but a faint idea in 
regard to mining as a legitimate enterprise. They cannot under- 
stand why if a man has a good piece of property he should wish to 
sell it, their idea being that a good property can be made to pa 
from the very start. There is not a more erroneous idea extant in 
regard to mining than the one that a good property must of necessity 
from the very first furnish sufficient ores to not only pay expenses, bu 
also to return dividends tothe lucky owners. Mining is as legitimate 
a business as any in which capital can engage, and it can perhaps be 
best illustrated as to what is necessary to carry it on successfully by 
comparing it with any business engaged in in England or in the East 
and with which people are familiar. Take, for instance, farming, 
than which there is not a more certain business in the world. Sup- 
pose a farmer to not only own his farm, but that it has on it all the 
necessary improvements in the way of buildings, fences, &c., at that 
time he has exhausted his money and credit, of what use is the farm 
to him, or in what manner can it be made to pay without stock, 
without farm machinery, without seed, and the numerous other 
things necessary to carry on farming successfully? So it is with 
mining. Take a good property which, from the development already 
done, is known to contain good mineral, what is necessary to put 
that property upon a paying basis? Buildings must be erected for 
the accommodation of employees’ tools, and supplies of various 
kinds must be purchased ; tunnels must be driven, and shafts sunk 
and drifts opened, in order that the ore may be taken down and out 
of the mine to the market. All this requires capital or credit just as 
any other business, and what a farm would be to a man without 
stock and seed, or money, or credit, with which to hire help, a mine 
is to a poor man or owner without means to put it upon a paying 
basis, As this great industry of mining grows older, people will 
learn that it is not entirely chance or luck, that it is a business legi- 
timate and safe, and if only engaged in with an understanding of 
its true requirements will prove successful. Mining progress in 
Colorado, the richest gold and silver producing country in the world, 
has been slow until within the past five years, and it is confidently 
expected that year’s production of the precious metals will amount 


to over $30.000.000. or 6.000.0007 r camps of 
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finctuations in the price of tin. Clear Creek County can boast of 
rich paying silver mines, such as the Colorado Terrible, Colorado 
Central, Seven-Thirty, the Bismark, and a great number of others 
producing silver ores of big grade from 200 to 2000 ozs. of silver to 
the ton of vein matter. The San Juan country, with the Red Moun- 
tain, will in a few years outstrip Leadville in silver and gold pro- 
duction. Gilpin County is a rich gold mining camp. All we need 
to encourage Englishmen to invest in our mineral property is good 
practical mining engineers to be sent out here to develope and 
manage the mines, and not men who have learnt mining in an office 
or a school of mines, or retired captains from the army or navy.

PRACTICAL SLATE QUARRYING. 


S1r,—I have read the two last letters on this subject, and I find a 
great deal in them which could not be attained but by study, com- 
mon sense, and an occasional chat with an ignorant manager. That 
wide veins require larger pillars stands to reason ; that chambers 
ought to be opened with the pillar or plary is also correct, and also 


that pillars should not be undercut; but how few owners of quarries | 


know what pillars or plary means? I had a slate quarry proprietor 
this week with me on the question of open working or underground, 
and I wished to know how far off the greatest inclination the pillar 
line lay, and he had no idea what the pillar meant. To those igno- 
rant of this it may be well to state that the pillar or plary is the line 
of split that will appear when a blast-hole has been fired, which has 
been put in down through the cleavage. This line is seldom lying 
at the dip line of the slate, but strikes some degress across it ; so 
also with the cleavage, as in the Festiniog veins. It is some 15° off 
the run of the vein—from the roof, and the pillar line also twists 
from the roof. Now, according to the present system, Mr. Jenkins’s 
remarks are perfectly correct, 
any common sense or engineering knowledge would begin to open 
an underground slate quarry with gun-cotton or any other explosive. 
I do not mean that I should never use a charge, but I should use 
very little, My tunnels would nearly pay for themselves in good 
rock, and free side loose ends and unroofing would pay, instead of, 
as is often the case at present, at a cost of 6s. to 7s. ayard, A 6-ft. 
tunnel can be bored in good slate at 8 to 10 yards a week, and slates 
made from the core in unroofing and free side or loose end cutting 
20 tons of slate blocks sawn both ends in 2 ft. 3 in. lengths may be 
extracted by each machine; and when quarrying is begun each ma- 
chine will produce 50 tons in 24 hours of 2 ft.

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 

As in England so in Belgium the weather has become milder after 
a brief spell of winter. Sufficient cold has, however, been experienced 
to impart a certain firmness to the coal markets. The Liége basin 
appears to be faring somewhat better than the Hainaut—at any rate 
as regards coal required for metallurgical purposes. Working coal 
miners appear to have slightly improved their position this year, the 
spring and summer were a period of activity, and wages were gene- | 
rally advanced, especially towards the French frontier; the advance 
thus established has not been since lost. Household coal has been 
selling readily at 13s. 8d. to 14s. 6d. per ton in the Couchant de Mons, 
but, as has been already stated, coal for metallurgical purposes has 
been much neglected in almost all the districts of the Hainaut. One 
unfavourable circumstance must be recorded—a decline in the move- 
ment of coal over the Belgian State Railways; it is possible, how- 
ever, thatf{snow storms andjgenerally,bad weather may have after all | 
produced this adverse result. No change appears likely to take 
place in the German coal trade until February. While there isa 
very considerable demand for household coal, it is none the less true | 
that the demand for coal for industrial purposes has sensibly fallen | 
off. Some collieries situated at some little distance from ironworks | 
have been obliged to reduce their prices to some little extent in 
order to relieve themselves of their surplus production. The deli- | 
veries of German coal to Hamburg in November amounted to 43,820 
tons, as compared with 45,800 tons in November, 1882. 

The Belgian Iron Trade has not experienced any important change. | 
At the same time the proprietors of blast-furnaces are not‘altogether 
without uneasiness as regards the renewal of contracts; and stocks, 
which are assuming alarming proportions, are weighing rather 
heavily upon the markets. The activity of the rolling-mills is much 
reduced, especially in the Hainaut, and this gives prices a bad tone. 
The construction workshops are also by no means overdone with 
orders, although in the Liége basin the large works are still well em- 
ployed, the John Cockerill Company especially having now nearly 
as many men in its employment as in December, 1882. Considerable 
discussion has resulted from the delivery of a tender by the Bochum 
Works, offering to supply steel rails at Lisbon at 47. 19s, 2d. per ton, 
the freight being 14s, 6d. per ton; this tender was equivalent to a 
price of 4/. 4s, 8d. per ton at the works, Quotations have scarcely 
varied upon the Belgian markets during the last few days, English 
pig has made about 2/. 3s, 6d. per ton, while Belgian casting pig 
has been selling at 2/. 14s. 4d." per ton at Charleroi, and at| 
21. 4s, to 27. 4s. 10d. per ton in the Luxembourg. Hard refining pig | 
has been maintained with some difficulty at 2/7. 4s, per ton ; ordinary 
pig has made 2/. per ton; and mixed pig, 1/.16s. per ton. Iron has 
been quoted at 5/. per ton for No, 1, 5/. 6s. per ton for No. 2, and 
51. 14s. per ton for No. 3. No. 2 plates have brought 6/. 12s. per ton; 
No. 3, 71. 8s. per ton ; and plates of commerce, 9/. per ton. The pro- 
duction of the rolling-mills of the Esperance-Longdoz Company 
amounted in 1882-3 to 26,510 tons. 

There has been no improvement in the Iron Trade in France. At |! 
Paris merchants’ iron has only made 6/. 16s. per ton at the outside, 
and even at that relatively low price transactions have been carried 
through with difficulty. fn the Longwy group two furnaces are 
about to be blown out, in order to keep in check the tendency to 
increased and unprofitable production. The Franco-Algerian Com- 
pany has just contracted with the Phoenix Company, of Ruhrort, for 
600 tons of sheets at 10/7. 12s. per ton, delivered free at Arzew. The St. 
Etienne and Terrenoire Steelworks have received an order for 8000 
tons of plates for ironclads ; and the Orleans Railway Company has de- 
livered an order for 28 locomotives between the Fives-Litle and the 
Batignolles Companies. Transaction’ have become rarer in the 
Westphalian iron trade, and they have also been carried through 
with increased difficulty. Vig has been only sold to meet current 
requirements, which are relatively without importance ; and a pud- 
dling pig syndicate has just reduced its price to the extent of 1s. per 
ton. After all, however, this reduction loses much of its significance 
from the fact that transactions have been for some time taking place 
at the rate which has now, through the course taken by the syndi- 
cate, become official. Adjudications of railway plant continue to 
take place in Germany. A Chemnitz company has just obtained an 
order at Dresden for 11 small locomotives, at 862/. 8s. per engine. 
Quotations have been tending downwards during the last three 
weeks upon the Westphalian markets. The fall in casting pig 
amounts to as much as 3s. per ton.

The suggestion has often been made that home mining shall be | 


“ protected ” by the imposition of import duties on foreign produce, 
and its reappearance just now is no novelty. It can do very little 
harm, however, beyond buoying up people with false hopes, and 
| leading to the neg'ect of measures from which relief may really be 
|obtained. England is not likely to see any duties put upon raw 
material of any kind, and it is idle to hope that any relief may come 
to mining from this direction. That there is relief to be sought in 
other ways with reasonable prospect of success is apparent. 
ever may be thought and said of foreign competition, it is quite 
certain that mining is unfairly handicapped by the operation of the 
land laws and their concomitants, and by the want of certain finan- 
cial and practical reforms which are patent to most people who 
choose to look into the matter. Given a “ fair field” at home 
mining wants very little “favour” even now. What can be hoped, 
however, when it is depressed by exactions, and when confidence in 
legitimate speculation is well nigh shaken to its utter fall by the 
repeated failure of lavish promises, and by the throwing away of 
‘tens and hundreds of thousands of pounds without result ? 

So far as the mines themselves are concerned the conditions con- 
tinue wonderfully favourable, especially in the direction of the de- 
‘velopment of our deeper tin mines, a point on the importance of 
which we have always laid exceptional stress. This view was con- 
firmed once more at the last meeting of the Mining Institute, when 
Captain Charles Thomas read a capital paper “ On the Influence of 
| Junctions and Intersections upon Metalliferous Veins,” and in refer-

REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 

Dec, 20.—Since the withdrawal of their notices by the miners there | 
has been more than usual quietness in the coal mining districts of 
Derbyshire. The trade, however, is by no means so brisk as might be 
expected, seeing that not much work will be done next week, and | 
that the coal traffic will be stopped for several days. But the fact 
is that so much coal was sent away during the heat of the agitation 
for an advance of wages and the threatened strike, that the stocks 
then accumulated have not been sensibly diminished, so that the 
orders given out have had for their object the keeping of them up. | 
Next week, however, there is to be another Conference on the wages 
question in the expectation of forcing a general strike, for it is well 
known that the colliery owners will not concede any advance what- 
ever ; indeed, trade is likely to be in that condition in the early part 
of the year that a proposal for a reduction of wages will be made on | 
the part of the coalowners. Prices of coal at the present time are 
not so good as they were, and they are certainly not likely to im- | 
prove, but just the reverse. House coal has gone off tolerably well, 
all things considered, for the London market, Clay Cross taking the 
lead in the Chesterfield district, the company selling direct to the | 
Metropolitan consumers, and it would be well were more of our 
colliery owners to do so, instead of allowing the merchants to reap | 
whatever advantage accrues from the trade. In steam coal business 
has been fairly good, the railway companies taking large quantities, | 
and they have now stocks at the various depots that will be sufficient 
to last for some time to come. The requirements of the yas com- 
panies are now by no means heavy consequent upon the large stocks 
previously put down in anticipation of the miners’ strike. Coal for 
inanufacturing purposes is in moderate request, especially for the 
Manchester and other cotton districts, whilst smudge does not go off 
so well as could be desired. 

In Sheffield this is what is known as “ Bull Week,” when the 
men work day and night if the state of trade will allow of their 
doing so, so as to be prepared for the Christmas holidays, which last 
Manufac- 
turers in nearly all branches have been able to give out orders most 
liberally, so that a great deal of overtime is being made. The forges 
appear to be doing particularly well, and marked activity is stil! the 
rule as regards the production of armour-plates. A good business is 
also the rule as regards other mill material, including ship and 
boiler plates, sheets, wire, and hoops. Makers of most qualities of 
steel have had a more active time of late, for whilst coniparatively 
little is doing in rails makers have done well in Bessemer billets, and 
special qualities of the same material for various purposes.

The cutlery houses curing the week have 
been busy, as the masters have given the men the opportunity of 
earning almost as much wages as they can possibly do.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSEIRE, 


Dec, 20.—The Coal Trade does not present much change this week, 
| since it is too near the year’s end to expect any stir in orders, 
| Manufacturing, steam, and house sorts are all abundant, but sales 
j are only slow. The holidays next week will be of longest duration 
in the old South Staffordshire district. There many of thecollieries 
will be idle nearly the whole week, since there will be little or no 
|demand from the ironmasters. On the Cannock Chase side work 
will probably be resumed on Thursday morning, for by that time 
household supplies will be again needed. Prices of fuel this week 
do not show any quotable alteration. Vendors of pig-iron report 
but little business, and it is unlikely that there will be many large 
sales before the Quarterly meetings, which come off next month, 
Northampton, Derbyshire, and Leicestershire pigs are in this matter 
in the same boat with native makers. The latter, however, feel the 
depression most, and there are evidences that the make will shortly 
be reduced, so far, at least, as best pigs are concerned. Leicester- 
shire pigs are nominal at 47s., but sales can hardly be made at 46s, 
Northampton pigs are 45s. Common Staffordshire are 42s. 6d. to 
39s.; and best, 62s. 6d.to 60s. Buying in the finished iron trade re- 
mains mostly postponed until January. The consumption of mild 
steel is extending. 

It is a satisfactory feature of Staffordshire coal mining at the pre- 

sent time that the large pumping-engine which was lately erected by 
Mr. J. Raybould to drain the Bromley Pound, Kingswingford, and 
so drain the adjacent mines, has worked so successfully that the 
Thick coal is now bared. The probabilities are that winding opera- 
tions will soon be begun, 
; Thenotices which the Cannock Chase miners recently gave for an 
advance in wages have been withdrawn until after the Manchester 
Conference on the 27th inst. Power is, however, given to their re- 
| presentative at this Conference to vote in favour of any uniform ac- 
tion that may be taken by the whole of the Midland Counties to 
obtain an advance. The men on the Chase meet to hear the decision 
of the Conference on the 31st inst.

Is is understood that the various collieries at Essington, near 
Walsall, owned by the Darlaston Coal and Iron Company, will hence- 
forth be worked by the proprietors, instead of, as heretofore, by 
chartermasters. 

A Coroner’s jury has this week returned a verdict of “ Accidental 
death” respecting the death of Edwin Palmer, 33, field carpenter, 
Swan Village, who met with his death by falling down the shaft at 
No. 2 pit, Brickhouse Colliery. Three men have this week been ad- 
mitted into the Westbromwich Hospital suffering from injuries re- 
ceived at the collieries in the vicinity by falls of coal. 





TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 

Dev. 20.—The weather on the north-east coast has been severe 
during the past few days, but as there was a very plentiful supply of 
tonnage in these rivers previously shipments of coals and coke have 
continued large, and the prospects for the winter for most kinds of 
coal continues good; the demand for steam and gas coal is excel- 
leot, whilst that for house coal is now likely to improve as the wea- 
ther has become extremely coldand wintry here. The dull flat state of 
the iron trade has a depressing effect upon the coke trade, so far as 
the inland consumption is concerned, but the demand for shipment 
continues good, On the whole, the prospect for the coal trade dur- 
ing the winter is good, and there is no doubt that the output of coal 
in Northumberland and Durham for the year about to close will 
prove to be larger than in any previous year. The price of most 
kinds of coal is well maintained, but that is all that can be said. 
There does not appear to be any prospect for any immediate advance 
in the present rate of prices, which can only be called moderate ; 
but if this should occur the sliding-scales established in the coal 
trade, and which are likely to be renewed, will, it is expected, pre- 
vent any misunderstanding occurring between the colliery owners 
and the miners. A general council meeting of the Durham Miners’ 
Association was held on Monday in the Miners’ Hall, Durham, when 
the sliding-scale which is about to terminate was discussed. The 


, tenor of the discussion leads to the belief that the new sliding-scale 


will be amicably arranged. 
There has beena large make of fire-bricks and other fire-clay goods in 


| these rivers during the past year; the trade is an important one, the 


fire-clay beds are extensive, and only second in importance to the 
coal beds. The fire-bricks manufactured are largely consumed in 
the ironworks and other manufactories in this district, extending 
from the Tyne to the Tees, and large quantities are also exported to 
foreign countries and sent coastwise to London and other localities. 
Large quantities of sewage pipes are also manufactured, a great 
portion of them being shipped coastwise and foreign. Fire-clay re- 
torts are also manufactured of large size for use in chemical works, 
&c.; this is a very important branch of the trade, and only the finest 
clay can be used in making these retorts. Pressed and glazed bricks 
are also manufactured of very high quality at many works, at Messrs. 
Strakers and Loves, in the Auckland district, and at other places in 
that district ; and also on the Tyne at the old celebrated works of 
Mr. Cowan, at Blaydon Burn, by Messrs, Harriman, at Blaydon, and 
at Eltringham Collieries, and elsewhere. These bricks are used for 
the fronts of buildings, and the finer kinds for lavatories and for 
general ornamental purposes. This trade has been gradually extend- 
ing for many years, and it is now a very important one, We were 
informed a few days ago by one of the leading manufacturers that 
they have at present orders for 1000 miles of sewage pipes alone, 
The Iron Trade continues flat, and prices still tend to weakness. 
There has been a limited demand; shipments, however, have con- 
tinued fair. On the whole it is evident that both buyers and sellers 
will act with great caution during the next month; a dull period 
has set in, and the near approach of the Christmas holidays will in- 
tensify the prevailing depression. The finished iron trade, of course, 
is in a similar state to the pig-iron trade—ship-plates are 5/. 15s. per 
ton, and 5/. 10s. for bars. Pig-iron is about 38s. for No. 3 iron. The 
stocks of iron are still being slowly reduced. The iron shipbuilding 
trade is considered to be very dull, as so few orders are coming in ; 
but the men are still fairly employed at most of the yards. It is 
expected that there will be a reduction in wages all round in all 
these trades early in the year, but that will depend on the course of 
business; the men in the iron and shipbuilding trades will, if possible, 
resist the proposed reduction. It appears to be probable that rome 
movement will be made shortly to re-start the ironworks at Ferry 
Hill, in South Durham. This large concern was closed some time 
ago; there are several blast-furnaces, two of them being the largest 
furnaces in the world. The wages question in the iron trade now 
attracts much attention, and on Monday an adjourned meeting of 
the Arbitration Board for the manufactured iron trade was helda 
Darlington to renew the consideration of the question. The majority 
of the men now ask for a minimum of 8s. per ton, and other con- 
siderations for a sliding-scale. The masters have agreed to continue 
the present sliding-scale for 12 months, but as the men object to this 
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the masters will ask for a reduction of 5 percent. At the meeting 
on Monday it was ultimately resolved to refer all the matters in cis- 
pute to arbitration, and three gentlemen were nominated for the 
position, but Dr. Spence Watson has been elected for the post. The 
question was discussed at some length as to what shall be submitted 
for settlement to the arbitrator, and the employers strongly advo- 
cated the establishment of a sliding-scale, but the feeling of the men 
was that the arbitrator should be authorised to settle wages for three 
months only. They should arbitrate on the wages question pure and | 
simple for that time, and not enter into the matter of a sliding-scale. 

This being agreed to, it was further decided that there should be

much by the sliding-scale system, and their decision should cer- 
tainly be in favour of that system. Of course there is always a great 
difficulty in determining the basis of a sliding-scale, but in all cases 
it is certainly desirable that all trade disputes should, failing other 
modes of settlement, be ultimately referred to arbitration. 

There appears to be no longer any doubt that improved relations 
will shortly be established between this country and Spain. 
days ago the text of a protocol on the subject appeared in the Lon- 
don Gazette. This protocol binds the two Governments to engage 
in negociations for a treaty of commerce which will be beneficial to 
both countries, The two Governments are to appoint a mixed com- 
mission, which shall investigate the commercial situation. Under 
the contemplated arrangements, England and Spain will respectively 
accord to each other “the most favoured nation” treatment in re- 
gard to all matters connected with trade and navigation. It is ex- 
pected that this convention will give a great stimulus to the com- 
merce of both countries; and, as there is a considerable trade 
between this district and Spain, it is expected that this trade will 
be considerably increased. At present considerable quantities of 
fire-brick goods and coke are shipped from these rivers to Spain, 
andiron ore is imported from that country, and also esparto grass 
for paper-making. In addition to this, it is probable that more lead 
will be imported here, and also cargoes of the wines of Spain will 
be imported direct to these rivers. 








TRADE IN SOUTH WALES, 


Dec. 20.—Althoagh experts differ much about the quantity of coal 
existing in South Wales at a paying depth from the surface there is 
no doubt that every calculation must be inexact, owing to incom- 
pleteness of the data upon which to form an accurate opinion. Every 
now and then we find new seams won. The Lower Resolven Col- 
liery Company have just proved one of the seams of coal above the 
Resolven seam they are now working. A tram of this coal was first 
brought to the colliery yard on Monday, and it proves to be of first- 
class steam quality, and harder than the Resolven seam. It is 
thought that as soon as a tramroad incline has been made 100 tons 
per day of this coal can be worked. Two other veins are about to 
be proved, and the company hope in a very short time to be raising 
500 tons daily from these seams. This quantity, added to that now 
worked daily from the Resolven seam, will make Lower Resolven 
one of the largest collieries in the Neath Valley. The knowledge 
that this seam of coal has proved well has caused much gratification 
in the neighbourhood. The steam coal trade at Cardiff and New- 
port maintains its activity, while Swansea as regards coal is very 
quiet. The amount sent away last week from Cardiff was 135,434 
tons foreign and 18,414 coastwise ; Newport, 31,793 tons foreign and 
15,826 coastwise ; Swansea, 14,171 tons foreign and 4144 coastwise. 
The patent fuel trade at Swansea is brisk. Small steam coal is in 
little request. 

There is no change to report in the Iron and Steel Trades. The 
works are kept going at a small profit. The arrangements towards 
forming a conciliation board, hanging fire for the moment, only 781 
tons were exported from Newport last week, and 60 from Cardiff. 
Iron ore arrived at Newport from Bilbao to the extent of 11,283 tons, 
and 2940 from other places; Cardiff received 4910 tons from Bilbao, 
and 2553 from other sources.

The second ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at 
the City Terminus Hotel, Cannon-street, on Wednesday, 
Mr. FREDERICK WILLIAM SNELL in the chair. 
Mr. Rien arp L. Hospss (the secretary) read the notice convening 
the meeting. The report of the directors and the statement of 
accounts were taken as read. 
The CHAIRMAN said that, although this was the second ordinary 
meeting of the company, it was the first meeting so far as the busi- 
ness connected with the mine was concerned, The shareholders 
would recollect that it was early in 1882, after the arrangement made 
by Mr. MacDougall (Chairman of the Emma Company) with Mr. 
Parke, by which Mr. Parke agreed to find 25,000/. of working capital 
for the development of the mine, that arrangements were made by which the 
present company became possessed of the Emma Mine, with the machinery and 
everything connected with it, free of all debts, free of all litigation, and with a 
working capital of 25,0002, Nosooner had the company started than a claim 
was made by persons claiming to be entitled to the Cincinnati property. Lt was 
claimed that some of the Emma workings ran outside its patent into the Oin- 
cinnati ground. Being anxious that there should not be the litigation in the 
future that there had been in the past, the directors appointed a committee of 
shareholders to consider the claim, and to decide whether or not it would be 
advisable to purchase the Cincinnati property. In the result the committee 
reported that it would be advisable to purchase the property, whereupon reso - 
lutions were passed on June 9, 1882, increasing the capital of the company from 
700,0002. to 785,000/., in order to admit of the purchase of the Cincinnati claim. 
No cash payment was given for the claim, so that, if the mine turned out a 
success, the late owners would benefit by the shares they held, while, if 
a failure, should result, the Emma shareholders would not be injured. 
Being satisfied that no litigation could occur, the directors proceeded to 
earry out the recommendations of the committee, and instructed Mr. Cullins, 
the manager at the mine, to immediately commence sinking a shift at 
the termination of the Bay City tunnel. The shaft was a perpendicular one, 
sunk in hard limestone, where they would be much less liable to interruptions 
from water than if the shaft were sunk on the vein, where previous to that 
time, as the shareholders would recollect, they had been drowned out, On 
June 2, therefore, the board telegraphed to Mr. Cullins to proceed with the 
Em‘na workings immediately, and as he thought best, and on the 8th of that 
month the board received a cable to the effect that the sinking of the shaft had 
ommenced. The first business that Mr. Cullins bad to do was to erect a cham- 
ber at the top forthe putting in a hoisting-engine.

LAKE SUPERIOR NATIVE COPPER COMPANY. 

The third ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at 
St. Michael’s Hall, Lombard-street, on Tuesday, 

Mr. W. FRASER RAE (the Chairman) presiding. 

Mr. DANIEL NorRiIs (the secretary) read the notice calling the 
meeting. ‘The report and accounts were taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN said that perhaps some of the shareholders might 
have been disappointed at not receiving, in addition to the report, a 
report from Capt. Williams. The directors had given instructions 
for such a report to be prepared, and thought that it would have 
arrived in time for this meeting, but the weather on Lake Superior 
had been exceptionally bad, and no doubt this had been the 
of the delay. When it arrived the shareholders would be put in 
possession of it. Since the last meeting he had paid two visits to the mine,and 
informed himself from personal obs-rvation regarding the operations which 
were going on at the property. Last winter was the worst winter ever known 
there, but this did not, in any way, impede the development of the property 
The development of the mine had been so far completed that it was really ahea 
of what was expected, and the plant was less in amount than could be employed, 
taking into account the large amount of ground which had been opened up and 
prepared for machinery, The machinery was in full operation, and also the 
dressing-floors. He had seen the machinery in full and complete cperation, and 
nothing could be more satisfactory. They must not expect for a certain time 
such large returns as they might hope for iu future, as the stuff treated on the 
dump was of the worst description they would have to deal with, and until that 
was treated the richer material could not be got at and treated. Owing to the 
way in which the exploratory works had been carried on, the amount of avail- 
able ground had veen largely increased. Twelvemonths ago they only counted 
on working a certain lode, which was numbered inthe prospectus as No. 20 lode. 
In addition to'this m any other important parts of the mine had been discovered to 
be rich in copper-bearing ground, One was about half-way between the two ends 
of the property.

BRATSBERG COPPER MINES, NORWAY. 


Considerable attention having recently been directed to the large 
field for the profitable employment of capital offered by the mines 
of Norway, and the Bratsberg Company occupying just now a 
prominent position in the market the subjoined report, made in 1872, 
on the Bratsberg Copper Mines, by Mr. Geo. F. Richards, now one 
of the agents of the Duchy of Cornwall, will be of general interest :— 

The properties of this company are situate in the south-west of 
Norway, in the Bratsberg Amt. or district, and comprise within their 
limits the Aamdal, Mosnap, and Guldnzs mines. 

The Aamdal constitutes the principal portion, inasmuch as it is 
traversed by the greatest number of lodes, and has been the most ex- 
tensively developed. There are,so far as at present ascertained, 
about six or seven distinct east and west lodes, and one passing in a 
north and south direction. 

At Mosnap, about six miles south-west of Aamdal, there has been 
but one lode as yet wrought upon, although there is ample proof of 
the existence of other veins in the neighbourhood. 

The Guldnzs Mine is situate in the valley of Sundsbarm, some 30 
miles to the north-east of Aamdal. This part contains a vein or lode 
of the most extraordinary character, which will be more particularly 
alluded to hereafter. 

Although the lands of Norway are mostly of freehold tenure, the 
mineral rights are vested in the Crown, and the possession of the 
mines and the right of working them are held by mining proprietors 
under permanent grants called muthings. The minerals are free 
from all royalties, the total annual payments for surface leaseholds 
do not exceed 101. 

It may be well to observe here that all of these grubes are not on 
separate mineral veins. The workings for the most part are very 
indiscriminate, and are simply on the surface, and some of the above- 


it should therefore be resumed and pushed on with all possible speed 
in order to effect this desirable object. . 

About 4 mile south of the main cross-cut (to which I shall presently 
refer) a cross-cut adit about 8 fms. from the top of the mountain has 
intersected the Peders lode on which a sink has been put down, but 
which could not be inspected in consequence of water. From this 
sink, however, I am informed many tons of rich copper ore was ex 
tracted averaging over two tons per fathom, the lode remaining 
equally good in the bottom. 

On the main mountain range of lodes there are various old shallow 
workings. On the Johannes lode a cross-cut adit about 5 fms, deep 
has intersected the lode which is an exceedingly fine one, varying 
from 6 to 7 ft. wide, composed of strong capel, quartz, magnetic iron, 
chlorite, a little sulphur mundic (iron pyrites), and worth two tons 
per fathom of rich yellow and bornite copper ore. 

A sink has been made in the bottom thereof which produced three 
tons of rich copper ore per fathom, and proves equally good in the 
bottom. 

A main cross-cut adit level has been taken up almost at the base 
of the mountain, about 4 mile west from Aamdal, with the view of 
discovering other lodes, and for the purpose of proving the character, 
size, and value of those already discovered and wrought upon. This 
cross-cut has been extended south 133 fms., and has intersected what, 
according to all appearance, appears to be a new lode on the course 
of which a distance of 11 fms. has been driven east, proving it to be 
from 6 to 8 ft. wide, composed of strong capel, quartz, felspar, 
magnetic iron, carbonate of iron, prian, grey copper ore very finely 
disseminated throughout, and rich yellow copper ore worth one ton 
per fathom. This lode has also been driven on west 7 fms., and for 
about 4 fms. of this distance it proved of the same size, composition, 
and value as in the eastern end, for the remaining 3 fms., however, it 
proved of less value. In the present end it is smaller and contains 





mentioned grubes or mines will represent the same lodes. 

For the information of those who may not be conversant with the 
nature and condition of the grants of mineral property in Norway, it | 
may be desirable here to give an extract on the law of these hold- 
ings, from a letter of Mr. Homan, the company’s legal adviser in 
Christiania :—“ The deed of conveyance is to the Bratsberg Mining 
Company (Limited). Any foreigner can hold lands, mines, and pro- 
perties of any description in this country as well as a Norwegian. 
Any company that constitutes itself, or calls itself a company, is in 
this country considered as a Limited Liability Company in England, 
and not as a partnership of individuals. There cannot be any claim 
on a shareholder personally for the liabilities of the company.” 

There are already about 12 distinct lodes in the possession of the 
company, which have all been more or less wrought upon, and can | 
be profitably worked. 

In the Aamdal district the predominating rock in which the lodes 
are embedded is gneiss, partly crystalline and partly stratified. In 
places the gneiss has undergone great decomposition, combining in 
many parts an intermixture of mica, schist, hornblende schist, 
quartz, and chlorite, with here and there a mixture of granite rock. | 
‘Towards the western portion of this district (some 300 or 400 fms.) | 
the granite formation comes in, and striking against the gneiss, run- | 
ning in a north-easterly direction, a junction of the two is formed at 
this point. As this is an important feature in a geological point of 
view, it may be well to mention that in all probability the granite | 
and gneiss, according to the inclination of the great granite range | 
referred to, will form a junction with the lodes at no great distance 
below the base of the Hoffnung Mountain, through which the Aamdal 
lodes are running east and west, and the Nesmark lode having 
a bearing nearly due north and south (and carrying an immense 
quantity of quartz) intersects and exercises all the influence of a 
cross-course on these east and west lodes, 

The country is also traversed by elvan courses of a very decom- 
posed character, which with the intersections referred to and the 
congenial nature of the stratifications, altogether form a combination 
of circumstances strikingly favourable to the production of large 
deposits of mineral, 

Around Mosnap also the geological features partake in a great 
measure of those of Aamdal, the only difference being that in this 
district there is a greater mixture of granite with the gneiss, and 
more light amorphous quartz lying on the surface of the main lode 
which constitutes the gossan of the vein. 

At Guldnes the stratum is principally gneiss in combination very 
generally with quarzite stone, which in a great measure accounts for | 
the extraordinary mineral formation here. It, however, possesses 
the characteristic features of a true lode, and is fully entitled to that 
(mining) designation, inasmuch as throughout its immense width of 
upwards of 100 ft. it carries along on the upper parts a quantity of 
light amorphous, partially ferruginous quartz forming a true gossan 
of the lode strongly resembling the lodes of many of the great mines 
in England, with a marked division on either of its sides, and having 
a regular and favourable underlie of abovt 24 ft. per fathom. 

The walls of the lode are sometimes disarranged, and, in fact, the 
whole mass kas been much distorted by the intrusion of trap rock, a 
proof of the long existence of the lode, and its composition altogether 
leads fairly to the conclusion that it is a true mineral formation. 

The capel isof a fine quartz, hornblendic, felspar,and alittle barytes, 
evidently showing that there has been a replacement of one mineral 
of the rock by another, with other changes, inducing the belief that 
the capel has been formed from the products of the decay of minerals 
entering into the composition of the rocks adjoining. The other 
parts of the lode form a mass of very fine quartz, barytes, prian, 
flookan, iron pyrites, and magnetic iron, intermixed throughout with 
copper pyrites and bornite—sulphide of copper. 

This lode has been opened upon at intervals for a length of over 
200 fms., plainly showing its continuity, and from the nature of its | 
composition and other reasons above assigned I am desirous of 
repeating the opinion I from the first have entertained, that it bears 
all the evidence of a true lode in the strictest sense of the term. 

The principal wining operations of the company, as observed at 
the commencement, are at Aamdal, and the underground workings 
of this department I now proceed to describe. 

HOFFNUNG LODE. 

No. 1 adit level has been extended on the course of the lode west 
133 fms., for which length the lode has yielded on an average one 
ton of rich (20 per cent.) yellow copper ore per fathom. 

In the back of this level the ground has been stoped away for an 
average of 5 fms. in height and 70 fms. in length on to within 40 fms. 
of the present end, the lode producing on an average about one ton 
of ore per fathom, and proving equally valuable in the present 
highest point reached. From this point to the surface, a height of 
about 30 fms. remains to be explored, forming to the top of the 
mountain, in all probability, a valuable extent of ore ground. 

There is also a winze sinking in the bottom of this Jevel which is 
already down 10 fms., in which the lode will produce two tons of 
rich yellow copper ore per fathom, and this winze when communicated 
with the level below (No. 2 adit) will open up valuable stoping 
ground for a considerable length. 

There are at present only three stopes working in the bottom of 
this lode (No. 1 adit level) which are yielding on an average one ton 
of rich yellow copper ore per fathom.

‘The bottom of the level remains unbroken with the exception of 
two small sinks (where the lode proved very valuable), and a winze 
which has been sunk 5 fms. below the bottom of this level, and which 
is at present filled with water.
